out ofthe which neither her Maieſties own perſon can be (but by Gods ſpecialozdinance) exemp⸗ 
- - ted,nozanyother whatloeuer they be. Foz remedy whereof, as time may nowe ſerue,vntil by ſome 

5 further good oꝛder to be had in Parliament oꝛ otherwiſe the ſame mayberemedied: Her Mateſtie 
by good a deliberate aduiſe of her counſel, a being alſo thereto mooued by the coliderate opinions of 
the Loꝛd Maioꝛ, Ildermen, and other the graue wiſc men in and about the Litie,doeth charge, and 
ſtraightly command all maner of perſons of what qualitie ſoeuer they be, to deliſt a fozbearefrom * 
any new buyldings ol any houſe oz tenement, within thzce miles krom any ol the gates ol the laide 
Citie ot London, to ſerue foz habitation 02 lodging foz any perſon, where no foꝛmer houle hath bene 
knownetohaue bene, in the memozy offuch as are noweliuing, And alto to fozbeare from letting 
oz ſetting, oz ſulfring any moꝛe families then one onely to be placed oꝛ to inhabite „ 
in any houſe that heretoloꝛe hath beene inhabited. 

And to the intent this her Maieſties Royall commũdement e neceſſary pꝛouiſion may take * 
and be duely obſerued, foz ſo vniuerſall a benefiteto the whole body of the Realme,foz whoſe reſpects 
all particular perſons are bound by Gods lawe and mans, to fozbeare from their particular andex- 
fraozdinarielucre: Her MWaieſtie ſtraightiy chargeth the Loꝛd Maioz ofthe citie of London, and all 
other officers hauing authoꝛitie in theſame,and alſo all Juſtices of peace, Loꝛdes, and Bailifes ofli- 

berties,not being within the juriſdiction of the ſaid Lode Maioz of London, to fozeſee that no per⸗ 
fondo begin to pꝛepare any foundation foz any new houle,tenement,o: building,tolerue, toreceiue, 
dr hold any inhabitants to dwell 02 odge,0z to ble any bictualuing therein, where no lo mer habita- 
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YT tion hathbene in the memoꝛie of tuch as noo doe live: but thattheybe prohibited and reſtrained ſo 
to do. And both the perſons that ſhall ſo attempte to the contrary and all manerof workemen that 
ſhall (after warning giuen) continue in any ſuch work tending toſuch newe buildinges, to be tom⸗ 
mitted to cloſe pꝛilon, and there to remaine without baile,vntill they ſhall inde good ſuerties with 
vondes faz reaſonable ſummes of money ( tobe foxkaitsklegreconered at het maieſties ſuite , fo the 
vleoftheHolpitalgin and about the laid titte ) that they ſhall not at any time attempt the lr. und 
further the ſaid officers ſhall ſeaze all maner of ſtuffeſo ( after any warning giuen) bzought to the 
plate where ſuch newe buildings ſbalbe intended, and the lame cauſe to be conuerted and employed 
in any publike vle foz the Citie oz pariſhe where the lame ſhalbe attempted. And foz the auoyding 
ofthe multitudes ol families heaped vp in one dwelling houſe, oz fox the conuerting of any one 
houſe intomultitude of ſuch tenementes foz dwelling oz victualling places, the ſaideLozdeMa- 
ioꝛ and all other officers , in their ſeuerall liberties within the limites of thꝛee miles, as is aboue 
mentioned, ſhall commit any perſon giuing cauſe of offence from the daye ofthe publication ofthis 
preſent pꝛoclamation, tocloſe pziſon, as is afoze limited. Ind alſo foz theoffences in this part of 
increaſe of many ind wellers oz as they becommonly termed, Inmates, oꝛ vnderlitters, which haue 
bene luſfered within thele ſeuen peeres, cõtrarie to the good auncient la weg oz cuſtomes of the citie, 
02 ofthe Boꝛoughes and Pariſhes within the fozeſaid limite of thꝛee miles afoze mẽtioned, The ſaid 
Loꝛd Maioꝛ and all other the officers aboue mentioned, ſhalſpeedily cauſe to be redzeſled in their oꝛ⸗ 
dinarie courtes and lawe dayes, betwixt this and the feaſte ot all Saintes next comming. Within 
which times ſuch vnderlitters,02 Jnmates , may pꝛouide them ſelues other places abꝛoade in the 
Realme, where many houles reſt vnhabited, to the decay ol diuers auncient good Bozoughes and 
Townes. And becauſe her Maieſtie intendeth to haue this oꝛdinance duely executed: her pleaſure 
ts that the laid Lord Maioz ol London, and other the officers hauing iurtldiction within the laide 
ſpace of thzee miles aboue mentioned, ſhall after the pꝛoclaiming hereof, as ſpeedily as they may, 
meete in ſome conuenient places neere to the ſaid Citie, and there (alter conference had) accoꝛd amõg 
them ſelues how to pꝛoteede to the execution hereof. And if cauſe ſhall ſo require, to impart to her 
Maieſties pꝛiuie counſell any let oz impediment that may ariſe.tothe intent that remedybegiuento 
any ſuch impediment.accozdingto her Maieſties pleaſure heretofoze expꝛeſled.
